TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY, IN COUNCIL. 



E, the Commissioners constituted and appointed by His late Majesty’s Royal Commission, bearing date 
the 30th day of August 1810, for carrying into execution the Measures recommended in the humble 
Address of the House of Commons to His Majesty, with respect to the state of the Public Records of Ireland, 
and the necessity of providing for the better Arrangement, Preservation, and more convenient Use of the same! 
Whereby We the said Commissioners are authorized and empowered to nominate and appoint, from time to 
time, Persons of ability, care and diligence, to act as Secretary and Sub-Commissioners, to be employed in 
methodizing, regulating, and digesting the Records, Rolls, Instruments, Books and Papers, in His Majesty’s 
several Offices ; and in causing such of the said Records as are decayed, and in danger of ’being destroyed, to 
be bound and secured ; and in making exact Calendars and Indexes thereof; and in superintending the printing 
of such Calendars and Indexes, and original Records and Papers, as should be ordered to be printed ; and to 
certify unto the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury for the time being, what would be a fit and suitable 
Recompense to such Secretary and Sub-Commissioners respectively, for their pains and services in the execution 
of the Duties required to be by them performed: And We the said Commissioners, or any three or more of 
us, are further required, on or before the 25th day of March in every year, during the continuance of said 
Commission, to certify to His Majesty’s Privy Council, in the manner therein directed, all and every of the 
several Proceedings of Ourselves and the said Sub-Commissioners, had by virtue of the said Commission, 
together with such other Matters, if any, as might be deserving of His Majesty's Royal consideration, touching 
or concerning the premises ; — • 

DO most humbly beg leave to certify to Your Majesty, That We have proceeded on the several Works 
stated in our former Report to Your Majesty in Your Privy Council. And We beg leave most humbly to 
lay before Your Majesty the following State of the Proceedings, had, in pursuance of the said Commission, from 
the 25th day of March 1825, to the present time.

AND that at a Meeting of the said Commissioners, at the House of the Right honourable the Lord High 
Chancellor, on Thursday the 23d day of March instant, the Secretary stated, That agreeably to the Order 
of the last Board, Mr. Lawson had continued the Volume of Corrigenda to the end of the nth Volume of the 
printed edition of the Statutes ; and laid on the Table his three Quarterly Reports, from which it appears, that 
Mr. Lawson has examined the Materials fof the Volume of Corrigenda, and was of opinion, that two thirds of 
this Work remain to be executed ; and that it will require three years to finish it with equal accuracy with that 
Part which has been already compiled by the late Mr. Ball. 

The 21st and 2 2d Half-Yearly Reports of the Committee of Observation, made to the Board;, and dated 
12th August 1825, and 17th March 1826 respectively, having been read ; The Board Ordered, That a Copy of 
the Report on the Annesley Papers should be annexed, as an Appendix, to their Annual Report to Parliament. 
The Board then directed the Secretary to co-operate with the Deputy Vice Treasurer on the steps that have 
been taken for completing the Apartments at the King's Inns allotted to the Auditor General's Records : And, 
with respect to the Insulation of the Four Courts, and the means suggested in the Report of the Committee of 
the King’s Inns for the purpose of securing the Buildings against the hazard of Fire, The Board directed. That 
a Copy of that Report be added to the Appendix to this their Annual Report. The Board then expressed 
their Approbation of the intended Removal of the printed Lords and Commons Journals to the new Store now 
preparing by the Board of Works, for their better security and preservation.

Adverting to the Committee’s representation, and Mr. Lemon’s communication with the Secretary, 
respecting the Formation of a Catalogue of the Irish Books and Papers in the State Paper Office, London the 
Board took into their consideration the utility of having a Catalogue of these Documents prepared in the 
Form proposed by Mr. Lemon, and directed the Secretary to ascertain from him the probable time and 
expense of forming such Catalogue, and report accordingly : After which, The Board Ordered, That the Patent 
Roll and three Plea Rolls, lately discovered by the Sub-Commissioners among the Records of the Crown Office 
King’s Bench, which appear to be the only Records of that description in that Repository, should be transferred 
to the Rolls Office and the Record Tower, for the purpose of supplying chasms in the series of Patent and Plea 
Rolls there ; and that the Secretary do take the necessary means for carrying the Order into effect.

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With respect to the application made by the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests, fora 
Transfer to their Secretary of the Books and Minutes of Proceedings of the Committee of Charity of the late 
House of Lords, and now deposited in the Parliamentary Record Office, The Board, agreeing with the 
Committee, were of opinion, That it would not be advisable to transfer those Documents from the Record 
Tower, where they were deposited for security ; particularly as it appears that the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations may at all times have access to, and obtain Copies of these Documents, free of any expense ; and 
therefore directed a Letter to be written, to their Secretary, to that effect. 

The Board having then taken into their consideration that part of the Committee’s Report respecting the 
Works now printing under their authority, Ordered, That the printed Calendar of the early Patent Rolls of 
Chancery, to the commencement of the reign of Henry the Eighth, should be forthwith prepared for publication 
in one Volume, as soon as the Indexes of Persons and Places now in progress shall have been completed. 
Thev likewise Ordered, That the printed Repertories of the Inquisitions of the Provinces of Leinster and Ulster, 
in the Rolls Office, should be forthwith prepared for publication, successively, in Two Volumes, as soon as the 
Indexes of Persons and Places now in progress shall have been completed. They then Ordered, That the 
printing of the Transcripts of the Charters and Privileges to Cities, Towns, and other Corporate Bodies, 
prepared for press by the Sub-Commissioners in the Acta Regia Department, should be commenced, provided 
same can be carried on without increasing the annual Expenses of the Commission. 

The Secretary then laid before the Board an original Council Office Book, of the time of Queen Elizabeth, 
which, having fallen into private hands, he had, under an Order of the Board of 1812, taken means for its 
recovery, and at length succeeded in obtaining it at the expence of Ten Pounds ; Whereupon the Board Ordered, 
That the same be carefully preserved by the Secretary amongst the other MSS. of the Board, in the Record 
Tower, until further order. 

And lastly, We beg leave most humbly to state to Your Majesty, That, at the present time, We have not 
any other Matters to offer to Your Majesty’s consideration, touching or concerning the premises, or any further 
Measures to propose thereon. 

All which is most humbly submitted to Your Majesty’s consideration.

TO HIS MAJESTY’S COMMISSIONERS ON THE PUBLIC RECORDS OF IRELAND. 

The Report of the Secretary, on the Annesley MSS. 

T)URSUANT to an Order of the last Board, directing me to take an early opportunity of examining the Books Re Qrt * n the 
and MSS. in the possession of the Right Honourable the Earl of Annesley, and to report thereon ; I have Annesley MSS 

the honour to state, that I availed myself of an opportunity which occurred in the montfc of August last, when, ~~ 

having with the assistance of Messrs. Erck and Hardiman, two of your Sub-Commissioners, inspected the 
various Books and Documents in Lord Annesley’s possession, we formed a Descriptive Catalogue of them, 
which is hereto annexed, and to which I beg leave to refer for a particular account of the nature and contents 
of these valuable volumes. The greater part consists of books relating to the Forfeitures of 1688 ; several 
being original Records formed under the authority of the Trustees and Commissioners, one of whom was the 
Ancestor of the present Lord Annesley ; and it appears to me that these Documents, combined with the 
Books and Papers preserved in the Office of Forfeitures, would form a complete body of Record information 
relating to these transactions. 

There are a few Volumes of a more ancient date, relating to the Civil and Military affairs of Ireland during 
part of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and also to the Revenue and other miscellaneous matters in the reign of 
Charles II., which may serve to supply chasms among the State Papers. But the Books of Survey and 
Distribution, in twenty-three very large folio volumes, are almost complete, and of the same nature, but fuller 
as to their contents, than the Books of Survey and Distribution in the Vice-Treasurer’s office, and than those 
in the possession of the Marquess of Headford, described in the Appendix to the Eighth Annual Report to 
the Board. 

Upon the whole, I am humbly of opinion that this Collection, for the reasons above stated, is well deserving 
the consideration of the Board ; and, as far as my judgment serves, may be found of considerable value, from 
the additional information it appears to contain.
